FOR SALE, BUT TO MEMBERS ONLY

With occupancy date of January 1 fast approaching, Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. still has two townhouses out of the 25 being built op¬ 
posite the North End School. The selling price of the homes is 
$22,150 for end houses and $21,150 for middle houses. There are 
eight end houses and 17 middle houses. The corporation expects 
nine of the houses to be ready for occupancy at the beginning of 
next month, wth the remainder ready January 15 and February 1. 
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New GHI Budget of $2.2 Million 
To Raise Monthly Charges 5.7%

A 1970 budget of $2,155,693, calling for an overall increase in 
monthly charges of 5.7%, was adopted by the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., board of directors on Thursday, December 11. The increase in 
monthly charges, effective January 1, 1970, will range from $4.00 
for a 1-bedroom unit to $5.75 for a 3-bedroom frame unit. In the 
brick homes, the increase ranges from $3.75 for a honeymoon bung¬ 
alow to $5.50 for a 3-bedroom basement duplex. Two members of 
the board, Alex Chavrid and Douglas Hawes, voted against the 
budget, mainly because they claimed that not enough money was 
included for taxes and for contingency reserves for frame homes. 

Of the $2,155,693 expected to be costs are allocated according to 


spent in 1970, $1,750,247 will come 
from members' charges, $205,000 
from borrowed funds for capital 
improvements, and $200,446 from 
other income (investment interest, 
sales of services, and reserves). 

The total charges budgeted to 
members are approximately $95,700 
higher than in 1969. The largest 
single item is $82,500 for taxes, in¬ 
cluding $19,000 charged to contin¬ 
gency reserves for taxes. Other 
items contributing to the increase 
are administration and sales ($10,- 
400), board and membership costs 
$2,000), heating costs ($32,850), and 
repairs and maintenance ($18,900). 

Offsetting these increases are a 
$2,400 decline in water costs, elim¬ 
ination of $6,200 set aside for re¬ 
serve replacement, and a reduction 
of $39,500 in the amount charged 
members for amortizing the 10-year 
capital improvements loan. The 
latter was accomplished by credit¬ 
ing the 1970 budget with the $40,- 
273 collected from members in 1969 
but not used, for capital improve¬ 
ments loan amortization. The 1970 
budget anticipates that total loan 
amortization costs will come to 
$41,050. This represents the pay¬ 
ments on the $65,000 borrowed to 
cover the 1969 capital improve¬ 
ments and the $205,000 expected 
to be borrowed for capital improve¬ 
ments in 1970. Only the difference 
between $40,273 and $41,050 will be 
charged against the members' 
monthly charges for 1970. 

To help balance the budget, the 
board voted to increase the mem¬ 
bership fee for new members from 
$150 to $210. This action is ex¬ 
pected to eliminate a $7,500 esti¬ 
mated deficit in the sales and ser¬ 
vice department operations and to 
increase the total yield from other 
income by $3,000 over the 1969 yield. 

Bricks v. Frames 

Just before the budget was adop¬ 
ted, Milton Hoffman set off a 
brouhaha by charging that the al¬ 
location of heating and mainten¬ 
ance charges between the brick 
and frame homes was inequitable. 
He said that a sample of home 
maintenance calls showed that the 
brick homes were incurring more 
expenses per unit than the frame 
homes, yet the monthly charges do 
not reflect this. 

Manager Roy Breashears pointed 
out that home maintenance calls 
were only part of the picture and 
that such expensive maintenance 
projects for the frame homes as 
boiler overhauls and replacement 
of hot water lines do not appear In 
the data referred to by Hoffman 
for house calls. 

Director John O'Reilly termed 
it “irresponsible” and “incredible” 
for Hoffman to imply that the cor¬ 
poration used an improper formula 
to allocate charges between brick 
and frame units. By checking with 
Breashears, he said, Hoffman could 
have found out that the alloca¬ 
tion of costs between the brick and 
frame houses is done, not by for¬ 
mula, but by the actual charging 
of every dollar of expenditure to 
the brick and frame homes at the 
time that the work is done. 

Further discussion brought out 
that the corporation does use a 
formula to allocate total brick heat¬ 
ing and maintenance expenditures 
among the individual brick versus 
frame homes. Generally, heating 


the square feet of the house and 
maintenance costs according to the 
number of rooms. There was a sug¬ 
gestion that the corporation should 
review these 15-year-old formulas.

tions — Sidney J. Brown, develop¬ 
er of the Beltway Plaza shopping 
center — had all his problems re¬ 
solved. An agreement was reached 
with the city whereby he agreed 
to dedicate a 60-foot right-of-way 
for Gentry Drive with no costs ac¬ 
cruing to him for paving, curb, or 
gutter. A total of 12 driveway en¬ 
trances from Gentry Drive would 
be permitted, with the city paying 
for curb cuts for three entrances. 

(The Prince Georges County 
Planning Board recently approv¬ 
ed preliminary site plans for lo¬ 
cation of Gentry Drive but with 
restrictions on using for construc¬ 
tion another 10 feet on each side 
of the 60-foot right-of-way, though 
permitting the air rights above the 
10-foot lanes to be used.) 

Gentry Drive runs north-south 
through the Beltway Plaza shop¬ 
ping center alongside the A&P Su¬ 
permarket. It is being used as an 
access route to Springhill Lake, 
though about two-thirds of it has 
only temporary pavement. Brown 
and Springhill Lake representativ¬ 
es agreed that the latter would 
continue to be responsible for the 
maintenance of the road until fin¬ 
al pavement. 

City manager James K. Giese 
said that if no unforeseen hitches 
occur (such as difficulty in getting 
a building contractor) the road 
might be completed within a three 
to six month period. The city en¬ 
gineers, Greenhorne and O’Mara, 
are now preparing the street plans, 
which have to be approved by a 
number of agencies. 

Brown Statement 

Brown said that he was happy 
about the agreement and thanked 
council for its efforts. He jocul¬ 
arly told the audience, composed 
mainly of about 25 representatives 
from the Springhill Lake Civic As¬ 
sociation, that they should be very 
appreciative of council, “which gave 
up so little to get everything you 
want.”

ping center is under no obligation 
to provide a public road through 
its property. In fact, he said, Gen¬ 
try Drive was a hindrance to the 
shopping center because it divid¬ 
ed the property and made it harder 
to develop properly. He also not¬ 
ed that his dedication of the right- 
of-way for Gentry Drive saved the 
city about $200,000 in condemnation 
costs that the city would otherwise 
have had to pay to purchase the 
land. 

Bob McGee, speaking on behalf 
of the Springhill Lake Civic Assoc¬ 
iation, expressed his appreciation 
that the long-suffering problem “of 
front-end alignments” caused by 
cars traversing the presently bum¬ 
py Gentry' Drive would be coming 
to an end. 

Brown told the News Review that 
the agreement on Gentry Drive 
will now permit him to go ahead 
with plans for further development 
of the shopping center. On the 
drawing boards are plans for an 
Atlantic gas station at the comer 
of Gentry Drive and Breezewood 
Drive and an all-weather covered 
shopping mall next to Kleins, which 
would encompass about 50 stores.

At the December 11 GHI board 
meeting, there was a suggestion 
that the corporation make the two 
townhouses available to non-GHI 
members. The corporation has a 
list of 10 or so such non-members 
interested in purchasing. Mem¬ 
bership approval either through an 
advisory referendum or a mem¬ 
bership meeting would probably be 
required to sell the houses to non- 
members. 

An alternative suggestion was to 
authorize the corporation to enter 
into a lease purchase with a mem¬ 
ber which would give him an op¬ 
tion to buy within a nine-month 
period. This alternative was pre¬ 
ferred because it would help assure 
that the townhouses would remain 
available to present GHI members. 

In adopting this suggestion the 
board stipulated that the lease 
purchase ./arrangement could be* 
made available to any member 
buying one of the 25 new town- 
houises, provided he is actively 
trying to sell his old GHI home 
and has been unsuccessful. This 
arrangement would permit the 
member to move into the new 
townhouse, while awaiting the ne¬ 
cessary funds for the down pay¬ 
ment from the sale of his old GHI 
house. 

Director Alex Chavrid opposed 
the lease purchase arrangement, 
preferring that a membership meet¬ 
ing be called to consider the situa¬ 
tion. Director Katherine Keene no¬ 
ted that special membership meet¬ 
ings cost money and that the mem¬ 
bership could consider the matter 
at the annual meeting in May if 
there is still a problem at that 
time. 

Other Matters 

The board approved a parking 
committee report dealing with the 
revised traffic code being proposed 
by the city. The council will be 
considering the code at its first 
meeting in January. 

Most of the suggestions put for¬ 
ward by the parking committee, 
headed by Norman Weyel, consis¬ 
ted of editorial or technical chan¬ 
ges. A substantive change was a 
recommendation that the city pass 
an ordinance which would make it 
a misdemeanor to park illegally 
on private property. Another sug¬ 
gestion was a time limit on the 
period vehicles may occupy a park¬ 
ing space. This was directed at in¬ 
active cars. GHI has had difficulty 
in enforcing its parking regula¬ 
tions. 

The board rejected a suggestion 
to seek Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
approval for renumbering GHI 
homes so as to do away with the 
use of the alphabet as part of the 
address. Apparently influencing the 
board was the feeling that renum¬ 
bering would cause too much in¬ 
convenience for individuals in 
having their records changed. The 
Post Office and the Fire Deartment 
had indicated that the present 
numbering system causes confu¬ 
sion. 

The board decided to suspend a 
gas heating pilot project which had 
been initiated several months ago 
in an effort to decide whether to 
shift from oil to gas heating. The 
oil companies have now made 
counter offers which take care of 
the servicing problem. 

A request for a free-standing 
shed by a 2 Research Court resi¬ 
dent was held over till next meet¬ 
ing so that board members could 
investigate the circumstances.

To Correct and Clarify 

To the Editor: 

I am compelled to comment on 
your reporter’s news account of 
the December 4, 1969 GHT Board 
meeting. I would like to take this 
time to correct and clarify some of 
the inaccurate statements publish¬ 
ed in that account. 

1. In listing the changes in the 
Manager’s presentation of Novem¬ 
ber 20, 1969, your reporter failed 
to mention the deletion by the 
Board of the recommended $30,000 
reserve replacement item. 

2. In regard to your reporter’s 
reference to the Board enjoying 
the luxury of a two hour discus¬ 
sion on corporation policy with 
respect to reserves; it is my feeling 
that 20 hours would be more ap¬ 
propriate and I consider it a neces¬ 
sity, not a luxury. 

3. Your reporter referred to fu- 
ther oral statement by the Audit 
Committee, Audit Committee mem¬ 
bers present participated freely in 
the discussion of the 1970 budget, 
but the only statement of the Audit 
Committee was that contained in 
its memorandum to the Board da¬ 
ted December 2, 1969. 

4. Your reporter’s account of the 
discussion precipitating my leaving 
the meeting was totally inaccurate. 
The GHI Treasurer’s remarks were 
directed at the Audit Committee 
report and nothing else. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, the discussion which 
your reporter said touched off the 
fire of Director John O’Reilly, took 
place after I left the meeting. 

5. My final remarks concern your 
reporter’s comments on apparent 
confusion over reserves. I wish to 
state that the Audit Committee 
is not confused about the topic of 
reserves. It is exactly the clarity 
with which we view the subject 
that generated the memorandum 
to the Board on that subject. Our 
report very succinctly presented to 
the Board an analysis of the finan¬ 
cial statements for the past four 
years, showing that since 1966, 
GHI has spent nearly $300,000 of 
reserve funds, the major portion 
of which to offset deficits in their 
budgets. Our report also laid bare 
the fact that while elected officials 
of GHI have been telling the mem¬ 
bers that reserves are under study, 
no study exists. 

Anyone who cares to read the 
Audit Committee memorandum 
should be aware there is no con¬ 
fusion on the part of the Audit 
Committee in reference to reserves. 
Nor is the GHI Manager and his 
staff confused about reserves. Ex¬ 
planation #19 of the budget draft 
of November 20, 1969 states clear¬ 
ly “Reserves are at an all time 
low and management recommends 
that we now commence to build 
them up again at the same rate as 
we did in earlier years.” It was 
for this reason that the Manager 
recommended $30,000 for reserve 
replacement be included in the 
budget It appears then that the 
only people who are confused 
about reserves are your reporter 
and some of the board members.

Christmas time is upon us again 
and with the joy of the holiday 
atmosphere we may forget that the 
very symbols with which we cele¬ 
brate the season, the tree and the 
gaily wrapped gifts, can become 
instruments which might destroy 
ouv homes and perhaps our lives. 

Be sure to buy your tree as late 
and as fresh as possible. Cut sev¬ 
eral inches from the base and place 
the tree in water from the time 
you get it home until you dispose 
of it. A fresh tree will have firm 
flexible needles which do hot fall 
when the tree is shaken. Do not 
use lighted candles on or near the 
tree. A dry pine tree can be com¬ 
pletely aflame in less than one 
minute. No “home-brew” or “do- 
it-yourself” spray can fire proof 
your tree. 

When using electric lights, be 
sure that they are Underwriter’s 
Approved and that the cords are 
in good condition. Many people 
leave their trees lighted when they 
are out of the house so that they 
may see it as they return home. 
Turn the lights out or you may find 
the lights of the fire engines rath¬ 
er than those of your tree when 
you return. Do not place the tree 
in a stairwell or blocking an exit. 
If you use a metal tree be extra 
cautious with the electrical light¬ 
ing. It is best to simply shine a 
colored spotlight on the tree. The 
gay and colorful wrapping paper 
from gifts should be collected and 
disposed of immediately.

limits. The full faith and credit and unlimited taxing power of the 
City will be unconditionally pledged to the payment of said bonds and 
of the interest thereon, when due.

Last Saturday, December 13. two 
acts of vandalism occurred in 
Greenbelt schools. The first, and 
the most serious, took place at 
North End Elementary School. The 
new wing of the school was broken 
into about 7:30 a.m. through an 
unlocked door and vandals pro¬ 
ceeded to spray paint and strew 
debris throughout the halls and 
seven classrooms. Three juveniles, 
one 15-year old and two 12-year 
olds, have been arrested and charg¬ 
ed with destruction of public pro¬ 
perty and unlawful entry. All three 
youngsters live in the area and 
attend area schools. Chief William 
Lane noted that “this is the worst 
vandalism we’ve ever had.” The 
dollar amount of the damage has 
not yet been determined. 

The second event occurred either 
on the 12th or 13th of December 
at St. Hugh’s School when someone 


apparently entered through an un¬ 
locked window, forced entry into 
the principal’s office, and rum¬ 
maged through two file cabinets 
and two desk drawers. The appar¬ 
ent motive was a search for money. 

A Springhill Lake resident re¬ 
ported that some savings bonds 
and savings passbooks were mis¬ 
sing from a bedroom dresser draw¬ 
er. No forced entry was evident.
